SAN BRUNO ROAD 

SHOULD BE WIDENED 

AND IMPROVED 

Would Make a Splendid Scenic Boulevard 
in This County and Be of Consid¬ 
erable Benefit. 


After stating the necessity of im¬ 
proving the streets in the southern 
part of Ban Francisco in a well written 
article published in the Call, the fol¬ 
lowing language of interest to the 
residents of the bay shore district of 
Ban Mateo county, especially Visita- 
cion, South Ban Francisco and Ban 
Bruno, is used: 

“Ban Bruno road from Twenty-sixth 
street to the county line is one of the 
most important and yet one of the 
least improved streets in Ban Fran¬ 
cisco. It is one of the three roads I 
that must bear the burden of traffic 
down the Peninsula. Because of the 
contour of the county the San Bruno 
road, Mission road and Junipero! 
Berra boulevard form the only practi- 1 
cal exits to the south. i 

“Ban Bruno road, winding four and ; 
a half miles to the county line, is a | 
pathway of mud in winter and a 1 
streak of dust in the summer. The 
property abutting the road is mostly 
acreage. The heavy expense of im¬ 
proving this street has deterred many 
property owners from undertaking the 
task. The necessity of the improve¬ 
ment is recognized by every one. The 
problem to be solved is to find the 
money for the work . Two years ago 
the city appropriated $34,000 upon 
condition that the property owners 
would raise a like amount. This 
would have been sufficient to do a 
good part of the work. It was in¬ 
tended to make the road as nearly 
level as possible and notice of grade 
changes were posted. 

“At Army street and San Bruno 
road there is a deep depression. The 
new grade would be over Btruben’s 
tannery. He enjoined the board of 
public works from injuring his proper¬ 
ty and from improperly expending 
public moneys. This put an end to

“In an interview, Michael Casey, 
president of the board of public works, 
said that Ban Bruno road should be 
widened to 100 feet. A grade of 12 per 
cent near Railroad avenue should be 
lowered or a tunnel constructed and 
the grade along the entire roadway 
should be made as nearly level as pos¬ 
sible. Outside the county line, skirt¬ 
ing close to the bay shore, this road 
would make a splendid scenic boule¬ 
vard. The people of Ban Francisco 
would be greatly benefited by the con¬ 
struction of this boulevard. 

“The Ban Bruno boulevard and all 
other boulevards, roads and streets 
needed in Ban Francisco can be con¬ 
structed under the provisions of the 
1(1 year bond amendment to the char¬ 
ter. The district along Ban Bruno 
road is adapted for the location of fac¬ 
tories and moderate priced homes, pro¬ 
vided the roadway renders travel con¬ 
venient. Within five'years after con¬ 
struction of a boulevard along this 
street, it is safe to say, property values 
Will be doubled as a result of the devel¬ 
opment that would follow. The prop¬ 
erty owner will be able to pay his 
street assessments from the profits to 
be derived from the sale of his land 
and have a good margin over the pres¬ 
ent value. The word boulevard as 
used in this article means a broad 
well-paved avenue used for heavy as 
well as light traffic. The significance 
of the 10-year assessment plan for 
street improvement can not be empha¬ 
sized too strongly, as it gives property 
owners the privilege of paying by an¬ 
nual installments. The construction 
of streets and tunnels is a matter that 
can be accomplished by the concerted 
action of the property owners interest¬ 
ed. This fact should be emphazised 
and reiterated until Ban Francisco has 
the best system of roads in the coun- 
try.” __

IF YOU WANT 


To Improve the Neck and Shoulders. 

Every girl cauuot have beautiful 
shoulders, but every girl can do much 
toward improving the appearance of j 
a scrawny neck and weak, undevelop¬ 
ed shoulders. The carriage of the 
head has much to do with the appear¬ 
ance of both. 

What sentimental poet has not sung 1 
the praises of a graceful neck and , 
pretty, well rounded shoulders? And 
what girl of the day does not covet 
them? If she is the lucky possessor 
of both can any one blame her for be¬ 
ing (he least bit proud? But if she 
possesses neither and goes much into 
society no one can censure her if she 
uses every effort to improve herself 
in these respects since the garb of so¬ 
ciety requires a liberal display of these 
portions of the body. 

A pair of shoulders curving out from 
a graceful neck and sloping down to 
shapely arms will always call forth 
admiration. And if they are white, 
with just enough of the rose tint un¬ 
derneath to create the impression of 
health, so much the more will they be 
admired. Then, too, their poise must 
be perfect and their lines graceful. 
Exercise, massage and proper carriage 
assist greatly in developing shapely 
outlines, while by applications of un¬ 
guents and lotions the whiteness of 
the skin may be brought out or in¬ 
creased. 

Balancing the shoulders properly is 
necessary at all times. If they are 
well formed it is necessary to walk or 
sit correctly in order to keep them so.

Wash For tho Hair. 

The washing of the hair is especially 
important now that the hair is worn 
flat, and hair not properly washed 
might just as well not be washed at 
all.

Loose fit¬ 
ting clothes, he declares, are proper 
for maintaining health and happiness. 
Dr. Spalding recommends that sizes in 
coats and underclothing be purchased 
about four sizes larger than those you 
have been accustomed to, if they have 
been tight fitting. 

If you have been wearing a tight fit¬ 
ting hobble or tube skirt he recom¬ 
mends that you forget the styles and 
order a hoopskirt. Another recom¬ 
mendation is that when you walk 
along the streets shrug your shoulders

air Just as you would the lungs.

“One of the first duties of the 
new administration is to consider 
plans for better communication 
with San Mateo county. The 
roads leading out of San Francis¬ 
co are execrable. The grades and 
liues are bad and the surfacing 
worse. Also there should be more 
roads, of which one should be con¬ 
structed to accommodate heavy 
hauling. It is from San Mateo 
that we get a considerable part of 
our supplies, and the city should 
provide a way to have them 
brought as cheaply as possible to 
our consumers. 

“Even more important is the 
betterment of railroad ^transporta- 
tion facilities. The steam road 
pays little attention to local traf¬ 
fic, and charges two or three 
times as much as for transporta 
tion iu the transbay section. 

There is but one electric road, and 
this gives slow service, runs close 
to the steam road and furnishes a 
high-priced service. Therejshould 
be two or three electric lines lead¬ 
ing into San Mateo, with arrange¬ 
ments for getting out of the city 
by which express service could be 
giveu. The Ocean Shore line now 
offers an incomplete service to the 
sea coast towns, bat with recent 
financial arrangements it will 
probably be equipped to give bet- 
service before the year is out. 

“One trouble in bettering roads 
and transportation lies in the fact 
that San Francisco and San Mateo 
are under separate governments. 

It will require co-operation be¬ 
tween the board of supervisors of 
San Francisco and the board of 
supervisors of Sun Mateo county 
and the city authorities of the 
various municipalities of the latter 
county.

AMERICAN TROOPS 
ORDEREDJO CHINA 

Are to Take Part In Guarding 
Railroad from Peking to Sea 

After a lapse of more than ten years, 
American troops again are to invade 
China. They are to aid in keeping 
open the railroad from Peking to the 
sea. In the course of eight or nine 
days 500 regular infantry will be dis¬ 
embarked at the little Chinese port of 
Chin Wang Tao. The movement was 
ordered after mature consideration of 
the policy involved In landing Ameri¬ 
can troops in a foreign country under 
the peculiar conditions now existing in 
China. 

Attention was directed to the action 
of Russia in asserting an individual in¬ 
terest in the future of Mongolia—it 
was pointed out that, the virtual dis¬ 
memberment of China already had be¬ 
gun. Though no official notice has 
been taken of this latest development, 
it is taken to mean that the course 
adopted by Russia has given rise to 
grave forebodings as indicating the 
breaking down of the agreement be¬ 
tween the six powers to refrain from 
the pursuit of any individual advan¬ 
tage. 

The terms offered by the republic¬ 
ans to the Manchus as agreed upon 
by Wu Ting Fang and Ting Shao Yi 
stipulated: “First, the Emperor will 
be treated with all the dignity of a 
foreign sovereign on Chinese soil. 
Second, the Emperor shall have a 
residence at Jehol or at the Summer 
palace. Third, tbe Emperor shall have 
a liberal allowance settled on him by 
the National Assembly. Fourth, all 
ancestral tombs and temples will be 
secured intact to the Manchus. Fifth, 
the lives, property and wealth of the 
Manchus will be protected. Sixth, the 
Manchus, Mohammedans, Mongols and 
Thibetans shall be treated as private 
citizens and their private property pro¬ 
tected. Seventh, former restrictions 
on liberty of trade and freedom of resi¬ 
dence will be removed. Eighth, the 
imperial Princes will retain their titles 
and property.” 

There is reason to believe that the 
Emperor’s allowance has been fixed at 
ten million taels yearly (about $6,- 
500,000). 

STYLES FOR AMERICAN WOMAN 

Will Have to Wait to Know What She 
Is to Wear. 

American styles for American wom¬ 
en was the slogan set forth at the sec¬ 
ond of the three days’ session of the 
National Styles Congress at Chicago. 
It is the first time, say modistes, that 
the national body has declared itself 
definitely against the dress influence 
of the Old World. However, the Ameri¬ 
can woman will have to wait a time 
before she knows what has been de¬ 
creed for her to wear. 

The congress decided that the time 
was not ripe for the disclosure of the 
exact raiment which will adorn Ameri¬ 
can women the coming season. A mi¬ 
nority however, favored adding to the 
defi to Paris a bill of particulars indi¬ 
cating how American styles would ap¬ 
pear this year and they announced that 
a fight would be made to have this 
done.

Cleaning a Woolen Skirt. 

A small amount of soap tree bark | 
will easily clean a black woollen skirt. 
Put the bark into a pallou of water 
and set it on the stove, allowing It to 
boil ten minutes. Then strain and pour 
the strained water into a tub contain¬ 
ing sufficient amount of warm water 
to wash the skirt. Rub thoroughly in 
this water. Do not use a board, but 
rub the garment between the hands. 

Put the strained water back on the 
stove with cold water and beat it just 
warm enough for rinsing water. Rinse 
the skirt in this and hang out to dry. 
When it is almost dry take it from the 
line and iron it on the wrong side 
while it is still damp. 

A bit of old kid glove or old canvas 
sewed under the bands of the skirt 
just where the hooks and eyes are to 
be placed will prevent the bands tear¬ 
ing away. _ 

To Prevent Drafts. 

A simple yet practical way to pre¬ 
vent drafts entering under doors that 
have wide cracks under them is to fold 
three thicknesses of paper together 
just the width of the door and two 
inches deep and cover it with serge or 
cloth as near the color of the door as 
possible. 

Sew to this three small brass rings 
one and a quarter inches from each 
end and one in the middle. Fasten 
into the bottom of the door three small 
screw hooks and hang the rings to 
them. This will be a perfect protec¬ 
tion from cold air coming under the 
door and one that is easily removed 
and kept free from dust.

The school children of San Francis¬ 
co and of California will not be called 
upon to contribute their nickels and 
dimes toward a transportation fund to 
bring the famous Liberty Bell to Han 
Francisco for the Panama-Pacific In¬ 
ternational Exposition. 

The Southern Pacific Company, 
through its officials in that city, have 
made an offer to the exposition direc¬ 
tors to transport the Liberty Bell from 
j Philadelphia to San Francisco free of 
charge. The railroad offers to bring 
the bell out and to give it as much 
attention throughout the trip as is 
now given it in its present place in 
Philadelphia. 

The state of Pennsylvania values 
the Liberty Bell as much as it does 
the history connected with it and the 
Southern Pacific officials are prepared 
j to see that provisions are made for a 
company of Pennsylvania militia to 
guard the bell on its long trip across 
the continent.

HOME OF EQUITABLE 
LIFE LOST BY FIBE 

Magnate Locked in Vault Near 

Death in Flames 

_ 

The immense marble and granite 
home of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, covering a block in Lower 
Broadway, an historic landmark of, 
New York’s early period of skyscraper 
buildings and one of the city’s impor¬ 
tant financial centers, was destroyed 
by fire January 9, with a loss of six 
lives and probably $6,000,600 in prop¬ 
erty. A dozen persons were injured. 

Vali able records, including the biog¬ 
raphy of E. H. Harriman and two 
priceless libraries which cannot be 
replaced, went up in flames, and the 
fate of hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of securities, stored in safe de¬ 
posit vaults, is in question, although 
it is believed that fireproof construc¬ 
tion would save them from damage. 

The great structure, which besides 
containing the main offices of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, was 
the home of the Mercantile Trust Com¬ 
pany, the Equitable Trust Company, 
the banking house of Kountze Broth¬ 
ers, August Belmont & Co., the Harri¬ 
man railroad lines, the Mercantile Safe 
Deposit Company, the Lawyers’ Club 
and many of the city’s most promi¬ 
nent law firms, stands a shell of ice- 
coated granite. 

The intense cold caused a thick ice 
coating to form on the facades of sky¬ 
scrapers adjacent and on the pave¬ 
ments for blocks around. The bulwark 
of modern fireproof structures nearby 
protected the entire financial district.

New Mexico, the forty-seventh 
state to enter the Union, ceased to he 
a territory at 1:35 January 6, when 
President Taft signed the proclama¬ 
tion of statehood. 

Several Moros were killed and one 
American officer and one Philippine 
scout were injured in the recent trou¬ 
ble on the Island of Jolo, when the 
American forces under General Persh¬ 
ing succeeded in forcing the disarma¬ 
ment of the Moros.
